That's when a 
m ajority of more than 67,000 vo­ 
ters said they w anted to spend 
the money for new buildings at 
state schools, hospitals and pe­ 
nal institutions. 
The court rejected every argu­ 
ment that had been raised against 
validity of the bond issue. It said 
the people had the right to vote 
bond issue as it was presented to 
them. 
Now the next step is to sell the 
binds and Gov. Phi! M. Donnelly 
said he would call the 
State 
Board of Fund Commissioners for 
an earjy m eeting to discuss that 
problem. 
And it could be a real prob­ 
lem. 
With interest rates high, sever­ 
al states have had trouble selling 
their bonds lately. Michigan, for 
exam ple, recently advertised for 
bids on a $52 million bond issue 
but had to w ithdraw the issue 
from the m arket. 
Connecticut 
had a rim itar experience. 
Wilson HalJ, securities su p er­ 
visor in the state treasurer’s of­ 
fice, savs he doesn’t know w heth­ 
er the m arket will absorb M is­ 
souri's 3 per cent building bonds 
or not. 
“I’ve never seen the 
money 
m arket any tighter.” he says. 
Howard 
Cook, Jefferson City 
banker, says he thinks the Mis­ 
souri bonds will sell "if the m a­ 
turity is not extended too far.” 
Cook thinks the marke* might 
take 10-vear bonds as low as 23i 
per cent but “there would 
be 
some doubt at a longer m aturitv”

Governor Soy$ He W ill 
Call State Board tor 
An Early Meeting 


JEFFERSON CITY (JP) —Mis­ 
souri’s $75 
million 
em ergency 
building bond issue got over its 
legal hurdle yesterday but it still 
faces a stiff economic barrier. 
The State Suprem e Court w'ent 
all the way in upholding the val­ 
idity of the special bond election 
held last Jan. 24. That’s w hen a 
m ajority of m ore than 67,000 vo­ 
ters said they wanted to spend 
the money for new buildings at 
state schools, hospitals and pe­ 
nal institutions.

It said 
the people had the right to vote 
bond issue as it was presented to 
them. 
Now the next step is to sell the 
binds and Gov.

And it could be a real prob­ 
lem. 
With interest rates high, sever­ 
al state* have had trouble selling 
their bonds lately. Michigan, for 
exam ple, recently advertised for 
bids on a $52 million bond issua 
but had to w ithdraw the issue 
from the m arket.

hart a sim ilar experience. 
Wilson Hall, securities super­ 
visor in Ihe slate treasurer’s of­ 
fice. says he doesn’t know w heth­ 
er the m arket will absorb Mis­ 
souri’s 3 per cent building bonds 
or not. 
“ I’ve never seen the 
money 
m arket any tighter.” he says. 
Howard Cook, Jefferson City 
banker, says he thinks the Mis­ 
souri bonds will sell “if the m a­ 
turity is not extended too far.”

politics. Governor Donnelly made 
a wise choice when in his first 
term he dipi>ed down into t h e 
ranks of the Patrol to make Colonel 
Waggoner superintendent, and he 
went right back after the colonel 
when he was re-elected governor* 
after a fbur-ycar interim. Colonel 
Waggoner has done a skillful job 
with the patrol, and there is no 
reason why he should not continue 
to do so.
